It is a lazy, sunny day here 
on our back terrace in French 
Morocco. Ordinarily, I. would 
have two more hours at the of- 
fice and the kids would just. be 
boarding: the schoolbus for the 
15 mile ride from Nouasseur . to: 

But this is Easter 
vacation’ for them. and'so I took 
my first leave since arriving here 
and am really “‘living it up.”
